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EXPLANATORY NOTES 

Introduction 

This publication contains indexes of award rates of 
pay. The indexes are based on the occupational structure 
existing in May 1976 and are designed to measure trends 
in rates payable under awards. The award rates of pay 
indexes have been compiled on a monthly basis from 
June 1976 and data for past periods not shown in this 
publication are available on request. 


2. Prior to the award rates of pay series, indexes of 
wage rates were published in Wage Rates, Australia 
(6312.0) (see paragraph 29). 


General 

3. The construction of the award rates indexes is 
similar in general design to other indexes such as the 
Consumer Price Index and the Wholesale Price Indexes, 
and is based ona representative ‘basket’ of occupations. 
The indexes of award rates, like other indexes, depict 
movements. They are updated monthly on the basis of 
advices of award variations determined or authorised by 
industrial tribunals. Variations to some unregistered 
collective agreements (i.e. those agreements made by an 
employer with a group of employees and which are not 
registered with a Federal or State industrial arbitration 
authority) are also included in the indexes. 


Scope and coverage 


4. All full-time adult wage and salary earners whose 
rates of pay are normally varied in accordance with 
awards, determinations or registered collective agree- 
ments are covered in the indexes. Approximately | per 
cent of employees are covered by unregistered collective 
agreements (i.e. those agreements made by an employer 
with a group of employees and which are not registered 
with a Federal or State industrial arbitration authority). 
For statistical purposes these have been considered to be 
similar to awards. The rates prescribed in the more 
important of these, such as the collective agreement 
between the Commonwealth Bank and its employees, 
have therefore also been included in the indexes. Rates of 
pay applicable to approximately I1 per cent of full-time 
adult wage and salary earners who are not covered by 
awards, determinations or registered or unregistered 
collective agreements are excluded from the indexes. 


5. Theindexes are based on awards covering employees 
in private and government employment except serving 
members of the Defence forces, ASIC Division A— 
Agriculture, forestry, fishing and hunting and ASIC 
Subdivision 94—Private households employing staff. 


Design of the indexes 
Sample Selection 


6. The source used to base the indexes was the May 
1976 Survey of Employee Earnings and Hours, a sample 
survey which included information on occupations, 


awards and award classifications from approximately 
70,000 selected employees, A sub-sample of approxi- 
mately 4,000 employee records obtained from the May 
1976 Survey of Employee Earnings and Hours, limited to 
full-time adult employees covered by awards, was selected 
and stratified by State and occupation group. 


7. The sample design used for the construction of the 
indexes ensured that the indexes could be produced ata 
satisfactory level of reliability for all cross-classifications 
included in the series. 


Compilation 


8. Data on award rates payable for 1976 and sub- 
sequent years were then compiled for each of the selected 
records (i.e. award classifications). Estimates of weighted 
average award rates were calculated by expanding data 
for the sample of award classifications. For details of the 
weighting structure and awards used in the development 
of the indexes, see Appendices B and C of the September 
1982 issue. The estimates for June 1976 for each com- 
ponent of the series were converted to an index value of 
100.0. June 1976 was chosen as the reference base as it 
was considered that a mid-year base would be more 
convenient for users. 


Bases 


9. Some award classifications have been selected more 
than once, because they are dominant in a particular 
industry or State, or are operative in more than one 
industry or State. Each of the 3,990 selected employee 
records represented an individual award classification. 
The total number of different award classifications 
included in the indexes is 2,387, prescribed in 897 
individual awards, determinations or collective agree- 
ments. For the component of the indexes that relates to 
wage earners only (published in Section 2 of this publica- 
tion), the corresponding numbers are 2,625 individual 
award classifications, 1,735 different award classifications 
and 697 awards. 


10. The base period for the award rates of pay indexes is 
June 1976. Minimum weekly award rates of pay applicable 
to the selected award classifications are expressed as 
index numbers such that June 1976 = 100.0. The weighted 
average minimum weekly rates of pay for each individual 
series, e.g. Occupational groups and industries across 
States and Australia, are also expressed as index numbers 
equal to 100.0 at June 1976. 


Allowances and loadings 


11. For some award classifications, general loadings of 
various kinds are included where these apply to all 
workers under particular award classifications, e.g. 
industry allowances. Loadings payable because of length 
of service (e.g. service increments) have been included 
where appropriate. However, loadings that apply only in 
special circumstances (e.g. those payable because of 
working in wet, dirty or confined places, excess fares 
incurred due to location of building site, etc.) are 
excluded. The indexes include supplementary payments 
specified in a number of awards such as the Metal 
Industry Award Part | and the Western Australian Metal 
Trades (General) Award.

Measurement of trends 


12. Based ona representative sample of award classifi- 
cations, the indexes are designed to measure general 
TRENDS in award rates of pay. They do not measure 
relative LEVELS of average award rates of pay between 
States and industries and exclude the effect of changes in 
the relative importance of industries, awards and occu- 
pations. Index numbers expressed in monetary amounts 
for the base period i.e. June 1976, were published in 
Appendix A of the February 1983 issue. 


Reviews of award rates of pay indexes 


13. Since 1976 the industrial structure in Australia has 
undergone changes which are likely to have had some 
effects on the representativeness of the regimen of the 
indexes. These effects are mitigated because occupations 
in new or expanding industries are often covered by 
existing awards and the wage rates for new occupations 
usually conform very closely to those for existing occu- 
pations. Also, where an entirely new award has been 
made and the number of employees affected has warranted 
such action, occupations from the new award have been 
introduced into the indexes. These latter cases have not 
been significant. 


14. Nevertheless, it is intended that in future the 
weighting structure of the indexes wil! be reviewed at 
regular intervals. Analysis of results of the May 1985 
Survey of Employee Earnings and Hours will establish 
whether there has been any significant change in the 
occupation structure since 1976. 


Revision of the indexes 


15. Insomecases, when awards etc. are varied, the new 
award rates are made retrospective. In addition there is 
sometimes a considerable delay in the receipt of notifi- 
cation of changes in award rates in respect of the 
classifications included in the indexes. Because of these 
factors the figures in this publication are subject to 
revision. Revisions for States and industries will be 
published in the normal monthly tables of this publication. 
Revised figures for each industry group in each State will 
be available on request. 


Definitions 


16. Award rates of pay. The award rates used in the 
compilation of the indexes are those prescribed for a full 
week’s work (excluding overtime). These rates generally 
consist of the base rate and any allowances or loadings 
that are applicable to ALL workers under a specific 
award classification. In some awards included in the 
indexes, regarded as paid rates awards, the award rate is 
set to absorb likely over-award payments. 


17. In the majority of cases the rates are prescribed in 
awards or determinations of Federal or State industrial 
arbitration authorities or in collective agreements regis- 
tered with them. Rates prescribed in unregistered collec- 
tive agreements are used where these are significant in the 
particular industries to which they refer. 


18. Wage and salary earners. The coverage of the 
indexes is confined to full-time adult wage AND salary 
earners whose rates of pay are normally varied in 
accordance with awards, etc. (see paragraph 4). For the 
benefit of users, separate indexes have been produced 
relating to wage earners only (which are broadly com- 
parable with the scope and coverage of the old Wage 
Rates Index). In order to produce separate indexes for 
wage earners and wage and salary earners it was necessary 
to devise some arbitrary means of distinguishing between 
the two. For the purposes of constructing these indexes, 
the following definitions were adopted: 


Wage earners—those engaged mainly in manual 
work and/oremployed in blue collar occupations. 
Remuneration for wage earners is usually stated 
in terms of a weekly wage. 


Salary earners—those engaged mainly in non- 
manual work and/or employed in white collar 
occupations. Remuneration for salary earners is 
normally stated in terms of an annual salary. 


19. Standard weekly hours of work relates to the 
number of hours per week prescribed in awards, etc. for 
full-time workers in particular occupations. For certain 
occupations (e.g. teachers, university lecturers) no specific 
hours are prescribed. Therefore indexes of hourly award 
rates of pay have been compiled for wage earners only. 
Estimates of weighted average standard weekly hours of 
work are included as an appendix to the June and 
December issues of this publication commencing with the 
June 1983 issue. Because the estimates of weighted 
average standard weekly hours of work are based on a 
sample of award designations they do not measure 
relative levels of average award hours of work. 


20. Award classification relates to the specific descrip- 
tion of an occupation in an award, etc. (e.g. Metal 
machinist, Class 1). 


21. Details for adult males and adult females covered 
by Federal awards, etc. and for those covered by State 
awards, etc. (as defined below) are shown separately in 
Table 5. The index numbers for these two categories may 
changeat any time as a result of the transfer of particular 
awards or occupations from one jurisdiction to another. 


22. Federal awards include awards of, or collective 
agreements registered with, the Australian Conciliation 
and Arbitration Commission, the Coal Industry Tribunal, 
the Flight Crew Officers Tribunal and determinations of 
the Australian Public Service Arbitrator; and unregistered 
collective agreements operative in more than one State or 
Territory where these are significant in the particular 
industries to which they refer. 


23. State awards include awards, or determinations of, 
or collective agreements registered with, State industrial 
tribunals together with certain unregistered collective 
agreements where these are significant in the particular 
industries to which they refer and operate within one 
State only. 


24. The proportions of employees covered by Federal 
and State awards vary considerably between States. In 
addition, the proportions of employees engaged in the 
respective industries and occupations differ from State to 
State. As a result there may be differences between the 
series for the several States. 


Classification of industry and occupation 

25. Industry is classified according to the Australian 
Standard Industrial Classification (ASIC) (1201.0 and 
1202.0) 1978. Data classified by occupation used as input 
to the indexes was classified according to the Classification 
i tas tae List of Occupations, (1206.0) revised June 


Reliability of the estimates 


26. Since the indexes are based on information relating 
to a sample of records they are subject to sampling 
variability. 


Comparability of results 

27. When comparisions are made between period-to- 
period movements in the Award Rates of Pay Indexes 
(ARPI) and movements in Average Weekly Ordinary 
Time Earnings (AWOTE) for full-time adults published 
in Average Weekly Earnings, States and Australia 
(6302.0), it is important to recognise the different coverage, 
scope, definitions and methodology used in the construc- 
tion of each series. In particular, the AWOTE series 
includes a number of payments additional to award rates 
of pay used in compiling ARPI. Allowances covered 
under awards which are not industry or occupation-wide 
in their application suchas site, travelling, height and dirt 
allowances, are excluded from ARPI but included in 
AWOTE. The AWOTE series also includes other pay- 
ments, such as shift penalty payments and over-award 
pay. A significant number of employees are not covered 
by awards but are included in AWOTE. The AWOTE 
series is also affected by compositional changes in the 
labour force. However ARPI is not similarly affected, 
being a fixed-weight index constructed from a represen- 
tative ‘basket’ of occupations selected from the May 1976 
Survey of Employee Earnings and Hours. It is subject to 
re-selection and re-basing at infrequent intervals. Other 
factors affecting comparisons between the two series 
include seasonal influences on earnings and differences 
between the two series in the treatment of retrospective 
pay increases. A detailed description of the methodology, 
scope and definitions used in compiling AWOTE is 
featured in Catalogue No. 6302.0.

GENERAL INCREASES IN AWARD WAGES 
The following table gives details of general increases in award wages as a result of recent wage hearings (e.g. 


indexation cases). More detailed information on wage determination in Australia is contained in Year Book Australia 


(1301.0). Figures for earlier periods were published in Labour Statistics, Australia, 1980 (6101.0) and in earlier issues of 
this publication.
